FOREWORD 


This  is  a  handbook  of  revenue  sources  to  Boston. 
The  revenues  are  federal  and  state  grants,  subventions, 
and  loans,  state  tax  distributions,  and  city  taxes,  fees, 
and  charges. 

The  city  government  receives  most  of  the  revenues; 
some  are  available  to  the  MDC  and  to  authorities  oper- 
ating in  the  Boston  area;  some,  directly  to  people  in 
Boston.   A  few  sources  currently  are  utilized  only  by 
the  Commonwealth. 

The  test  of  inclusion  in  this  handbook  is  the  degree 
to  which  the  revenue  source  affects  programs  for  which 
the  city  of  Boston  has  some  governmental  responsibility. 
Thus,  federal  airport  aid  is  not  included,  because  the 
city  has  no  airport  responsibilities,  but  federal  child 
welfare  aid  to  the  state  is  included,  because  the  city 
operates  a  temporary  home  for  homeless  women  and  children, 
which  is  a  child  welfare  program.   In  a  few  cases  a  revenue 
source  has  been  included  on  the  possibility  that  the  city 
might  qualify  for  assistance  at  a  future  time. 

Revenue  sources  are  shown  under  title  of  the  city 
department,  or  the  authority,  or  the  Commonwealth  agency 
xwiose  program  is  most  directly  affected  by  the  aid.  Pages 
are  numbered  to  allow  for  future  additions  and  deletions, 
the  assumption  being  that  the  handbook  will  be  revised 
each  year. 

Figures  in  charts  come  from  a  variety  of  sources. 
Federal°aid  figures  are  from  the  United  States  Treasury 
"Department's  annual  reports  and  the  Council  of  State 
Government's  monthly  bulletin.   State  aid  figures  are i 
from  state  agencies'  records  and  the  state  controller's 
annual  reports.   City  figures  are  from  city  agencies' 
records  and  the  city  auditor's  reports.

Motor  Vehicle  Taxes 


PROGRAM: 


The  levy  of  an  excise  on  every  motor  vehicle  and 
trailer  for  the  registration  privilege. 


ELIGIBILITY:  The  levy  covers  all  vehicles  except  government  cars, 
cars  of  corporations  paying  franchise  tax,  disabled 
veterans'  cars,  and  certain  other  vehicles.

AGENCY: 


Mass.  Dept.  of  Public  Works,  Division  of  Registry, 
and  Mass.  Dept.  of  Corporations  and  Taxation. 


ADMINISTERING 
AGENCY: 


City  and  town  assessors;  tax  collectors, 


COLLECTION 
BASIS: 


City  assessors  send  notices  of  tax  due  to  motor 
vehicle  owners  throughout  the  year.   Excise  is 
due  and  payable  within  thirty  days  of  notice. 
If  the  tax  is  not  paid,  the  assessor  can  forward 
the  vehicle  owner's  name  to  the  registrar  of  .motor 
vehicles,  who  can  suspend  the  vehicle  registration 
until  payment  is  made. 


BASIS  OF 
LEVY: 


The  excise  is  the  valuation  of  the  vehicle  times 
the  average  state  property  tax  rate,  but  the  rate 
shall  not  exceed  $66.00  per  $1000  of  value.   The 
delinquency  rate  is  6%   annually  from  the  date  due 
and  12.%   if  court  proceedings  have  commenced.

PROGRAM:      1 . 


Tax  on  real  and  personal  property  situated  within 
the  commonwealth  and  on  personal  property  of 
commonwealth  citizens  wherever  situated. 

Interest  on  delinquent  tax  payments. 


ELIGIBILITY:      Land  and  improvements,  including  mortgages,  are 
taxable  as  real  property;  goods,  chattels,  money 
and  effects,  vessels,  loans,  stocks,  securities, 
and  pipe  lines  are  taxable  as  personal  property, 
but  38  kinds  of  property  are  exempt  in  whole  or 
part.   Mortgagee's  interest  in  mortgages  is  as- 
sessed as  real  property  where  the  property  lies;

City  and  town  assessors;  tax  collectors 


DETERMINATION 
OP  LEVY: 


Cities  and  towns  shall  levy  a  tax  which  shall 
be  not  less  than  (1)  the  aggregate  amount  appro- 
priated, granted,  or  expended  since  the  prior 
assessment  to  the  extent  not  covered  by  any  other 
revenue  (2)  all  amounts  required  for  the  current 
year.  (3)  all  abatement  over-lay  deficits.   The 
assessor  shall  deduct  from  this  levy  (l)  the 
estimated  receipts  from  other  sources  and  (2)  ap- 
propriations voted  from  available  sums. 

The.  estimate  of  receipts  cannot  exceed  prior  year's 
actual  receipts,  except  by  the  approval  of  the 
dept.  of  corporations  and  taxation. 

Available  sums  are  those  amounts  available  on 
January  1st,  plus  tax  title  sales  and  redemptions 
income,  plus  taxes  collected  from  January  1st  to 
March  31st  (  or  the  date  the  tax  rate  is'  determined) 
Interest  on  delinquent  taxes  shall  be  at  the  rate 
of  \\.%   a  year.

COLLECTION 
PROCEDURE: 


The  state  must  provide  list3  of  corporations  and 
their  property  to  cities  and  towns  prior  to  the 
assessment  of  taxes. 

The  assessor  levies  taxes  on  the  owner  of  record 
as  of  January  1st.   Tax  payments  are  due  July  1st 
in  the  year  assessed.   Taxes  not  paid  by  November 
1st  are  delinquent  as  of  October  1st. 

The  assessor  shall  send  the  assessment  rolls  to 
the  collector  within  a  reasonable  time.   Any  appeal 
for  abatement  .must  be  made  by  October  1st,  or  30 
days  after  the  tax  levy  notice  if  the  notice  is 
mailed  after  September  1st.   Action  on  an  appeal 
shal,l  bo  forthcoming  reasonably  soon  after  filing, 
with  the  right  of  further  appeal  to  the  state  appel- 
late tax  board.

AVAILABLE:     Boston's  current  property  tax  is  $100.60  per  $1000 
of  assessed  value.

If  payment  is  not  made  in 
li).  days,  the  city  may  seize  the  taxpayer's  goods, 
commit  the  taxpayer  to  jail,  or  commence  suit, 
or  sell  for  tax  title. 

Before  or  after  tax  title  sale,  the  owner  can  still 
redeem  his  property  by  payment  of  a  25$  installment 
on  his  total  bill.   After  foreclosure  the  original 
owner  has  no  further  rights. 

Upon  completion  of  foreclosure,  the  real  property 
department  can  sell  the  property  at  public  auction 
to  the  hieh  bidder.

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TAX  REVENUES 

Business  Corporations  Tax  Distribution 

PROGRAM:  Massachusetts  collects  a  tax  on  the  income  of  domes- 
tic and  foreign  business  corporations.  Most  foreign 
and  domestic  corporations  pay  the  greater  of  a  tax  of: 

(a)  $500  per  thousand  on  the  higher  of  the  tax- 
able Massachusetts  tangibles 

(b)  Z\%   on  income  attributable  to  Massachusetts 
The  minimum  tax  is  l/20  of  1%   of  the  value  of  capital 
stock  or  gross  receipts,  or  $25.00.   These  collections 
plus  delinquency  penalties  form  a  fund  distributed 
between  the  state  and  the  cities  and  towns.

might  qualify  for  the  $700,000  of  demonstration 
funds .
